PART I. 

GENERAL INSTRUCnONS AND ORDERS OF DRESS. 

1. Commanditig Officers are forbidden to introdace or to sanction any devia- 
tion from the sealed patterns of dress, olothing, equipment and badges. They 
will be responsible for replacing or restoring to the approved pattern any articles 
worn in their units which may be found not to be in conformity therewith. 

2. They will however permit individual officers to continue to wear articles of 
drees already in their use which become obsolete by change of pattern in regula- 
tions. No permission to continne the wear of obsolete articles will extend beyond 
five years from the change of regulations, such articles may not be renewed, 
but must be replaced by the latest patterns. 

3. When obtaining uniform and equipment, officers should make sure, by 
personal comparison, if possible, that articles are being supplied according to 
sealed pattern. 

Officers are permitted to purchase such articles of clothing, necessaries, 
materials suitable for their uniforms and equipment as may be available from the 
Army Clothing and Ordnance ^Factories or regimental stores. 

4. No unauthorized ornament or emblem is to be worn when in uniform, but 
special emblems may be earned on the headdress on anniversaries, provided 
authority has been obtained. 

5. A sprig of shamrock may bo worn by Irishmen in their headdress on 
St, Patrick’s day. 

6. Officers on leave are to be in possession of uniform for use it detailed 
for duty. Officers while in foreign countries are not to wear uniform without 
having obtained the permission of His Majesty’s representative, which will 
only be granted when they are employed on duty, or attending court, or at State 
ceremonies to which they have been invited. Permission to wear uniform at 
foreign manoeuvres can only be obtained from the War Office. 

7. Begnlation uniform must not be worn at fancy dress balls, but there is no 
objection to military uniform of obsoleio pattern being worn on suoh occasions. 

8. Uniform will be worn while on duty. 

9. Officers attending as spectators on occasions when troops parade under 
aims will wear the same order of dress as the troops. 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 

10. Ai^nillette. — ^The aignillotto is the distinguishing mark of officers serving 
on the StaS of the army and in Personal Appointments. See para. 83. 

For description and method of wearing it, seo para. 76. 

The aigniiletto for Field Marshals, Personal Appointments to the King and 
Royal Family is included in the description of their respective uniforms in Dress 
Regulations for the Army. That for Personal Appointments to the Viceroy and 
Governor General of India in the description of their uniform— paras. 61 to 71. 

11. Badges of Rank. — The rank of officers is shown by badges as under : — 

Field Marshal. — Crossed batons on a wreath of laurel, with a crown above. 

General. — Crossed sword and baton, with orown and star above. 

Lieutenant-General. — Crossed sword and baton, with orown above. 

Major-General — Crossed sword and baton, with star above. 

Brirjndier- General. — Crossed sword and baton. 

Colonel. — Crown and two stars below. 

Lieutenant-Colonel. — Crown and one star below. 

Maiar, — Orgwn. 
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Oapiain. — Three stars. 

Lieutenant. — Two stars. 

Second-Lie'ifenant. ~ One star. 

Badges of rank, except when otherwise ordered, will be worn on all shonlder 
cords and shonlder straps. They will be in silver embroidery on gold shonlder 
cords and gold-laced .shoulder straps, in gilt or gilding metal on plain cloth 
shoulder straps and in gold embroidery on the frock-coat. Regiments dressed in 
green, bronze ; and those in drab, silver, except where otherwise stated in the 
description of uniforms of the several units. 

The crowns when laid on shonlder cords or shoulder straps are 1-inch broad 
and I'inch in height ; the stars are 1-inch between opposite points. 

The batons forming part of the Rield Marshal’s badges will be in embroidery 
and crimson velvet. General Officer’s badges are worn in pairs, point of the sword 
to the front and edge of blade outwards or towards the arm. The sword is 
2 inches long and the baton 3- inch shorter. 

Officers having brevet, local, temporary, or honorary rank wear the badges of 
that rank. 

The rank of Indian officers is shown by metal badges worn on the shoulder 
straps as under : — 

Eisaldar Ma or and Suladar Major. — Crown, 

Bisaldar, Bessaidar, Suhadar and Senior Suh- Assistant Surgeon, 1st Olass,-~ 
Two stars. 

Jemadar and Senior Suh- Assistant Surgeon, 2nd Class.— One star. 

12. Badges. — No badges are allowed to be worn, except those authorized by 
these and the Dress Regulations for the Army. Civil insignia, mayoral ohains 
end badges are not to be worn with military uniform. 

Collar badges will be fixed with the centre of the badge 2 inches from the 
opening of the collar of the tunic or frock-coat. 

13. RildgOS, Special. — Regimental badges, devices and other distinotions 
granted under special authority are to be sti’iotly preserved. Badges are to bo 
metal unless otherwise ordered. For detailed descriptions see Appx. T. Badges 
may bo worn on the collar of mess dress. 

Officers of regiments of the Indian Army wearing silvered appointments 
wear German silver titles on the shoulder cords or straps. 

14. Belts, vSwovd. — As described for the respective services. 

They will be worn as follows ; — 

(1) The weh sword belt, described in Appendix II (6), will be worn 

under the tunic, and over the frock-coat and Inirla funder the sash 
or girdle) by all officers foi whom it is the prescribed full dress 
belt. Infantry officers cairying colours wear the web sword belt 
over the tunic and under the sash. 

(2) Other full dress sword belts will be worn over the tnnio, frook-ooat 

and kurta. 

The web belt will be worn under patrol jackets, serge and white frocks by 
officers of all branches of the service. Slings will be fitted with studs and holes 
BO that they can be removed from the belt. At balls and entertainments when 
tbe sword is allowed to be taken ofE,officeis who wear the belt over the tunio will 
continue to wear sword belt and slings. Other officers will remove them. 

15. Belts, “ Sam Browne.” — ^The universal pattern, “ Sam Browne,” in 
brown (or black) leather, with one or two braces, revolver case, ammunition 
pouch, frog and brown (or black) leather scabbard is worn with service dross — 
Appendix II (a). 

In regiments of the Indian Army in which the men wear belts similar to the 
” Sam Browne ” the officers may wear the same pattern, if desired regimentally. 

16. Boots.- — (For occasions on which worn see Orders of Dross.) 

Butcher. — The height of the boot will vary according to the length of the 
leg. It should reach to about 4 inches from the top of the knee. The leg should 
be jacked sufficiently to prevent it sinking. A spur rest is fixed 2 inches above 
the edge of the heel to keep the spur horizontal. 
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Wellington. — Plain black and patent leather. 

Ankle. — Brown or black, according to the colour of the uniform, with plain 
toe-caps. Worn with patties or loggings, at the option of regiments, but all 
ollicerB of a unit must bo clre.ssod alike. 

17. ItrceclieS) Service Hrcsn. — Bedford cord and khaki drill for mounted 
officers will be laced at the knee. Colour of Bedford cord for mounted officers of 
the British. Service to be that in nse in England. 

' Khaki Jodhpur breoche.s with aiiklu boots without spurs may be worn by officers 
of British and Indian Cavalry regiments and Boyal Horse and Field Artillery 
units at musketry, stables and in camp. 

18. CaP) Field, — Regimental pattern, may bo worn in camp, on service^ and at 
manoeuvres. Its upkeep is optional. 

19. Cap, Forage, Universal I'attcru — 

Cloth, with three cloth welts, inches total depth, diameter across the top 
lOf inches for a cap fitting 21j inches in ciroumferenoo, the top to bo ^ inch 
larger or smaller in diameter for every J-inch the cap may vary in size of head 
above or below the before-mentioned standard, e,g., a cap 22 f inches in circum- 
ference, diameter across the top lOf inches ; cap 21 inches in circumference, 
diameter 10 inches. The sides to be made in four pieces, and to be 2| inches deep 
between the welts, a cloth band I 5 inches wide placed between the two lower 
welts. 

The cap set up on a band of stiff leather, or other material, inches deep, 
but not stiffened up in front. 

Chin-strap of black patent leather |-inoh wide, buttoned on to two 4‘™ch gilt 
buttons placed immediately behind the corners of the peak. 

The peak to droop at an angle of 45 degrees, and to bo 2 inches deep in the 
n.idclle when worn with embroidery, and IJ inches when plain. 

Peaks will be embroidered as follows : — 

Field Marahala and General Ojlicera. — Two rows of oakleaf embroidery. 

Field Oficera on the Staff of t/ie Army, — One row of oakleaf embroidery 
on lower edge. 

Other Field Offioera . — Plain gold embroidery J-inch wide, on lower edge. 

Field Officers of Bifle Regiments and Indian Infantry dressed in green or 
drab. — Black or drab oakleaf embroidery on lower edge. 

Other Officers. — Plain peak. 

Indian Cavalry. — Cap, colour of tunic : band and welts, colour of facings, 
except 1st Lancers, cap blue, band yellow : 12th and 16th Cavalry, band and 
wolts, yellow. 

Indian Infantry. — Regiments dressed in scarlet— cap, blue cloth ; band, black, 
oakleaf braid, scarlet welt on crown. 

Regiments dressed in green — cap, rifle green cloth ; band, black mohair braid 
(2nd Gurkha Rifles, red and black diceboard) blacl: welts. 

Regiments dressed in drab — cap, drab cloth ; band, drab mohair braid ; welt on 
Grown, colour of facings. 

I. M. S. — Cap, blue cloth ; band, black velvet. 

S. and T. Corps, inolnding Departmental Officers tvith honorary rank.— Cap, 
blue cloth j band, blue j welts, white. 

Departmental Officers with honorary rank other than S. and T. Corps.—* 
Universal pattern cap without wolts, but with distinctive band 2 inches wide 
all I'ouud. This band will be detachable. 

The bands are of the following descriptions ; — 

Army Clothing Department. — Light blue cloth with ^ inch dark blue welt 
down the Centre. 

Army Remount Department. — Yellow cloth, ^ inch light blue down the oentro, 

I. S. M. D. — Blue cloth with black braid down the centre. 

Military Farms Department. — -Grass-green, v inch light scarlet down the 
centre. 

Military Works Department, including Barrack, Public Works, Telegraph 
and Sappers and Miners. — Blue cloth with ^ inch light scarlet down the 
centre. 

Miscellaneous List, Military Accoxinls and Garrison and Depot Staff, Blue 

cloth with scarlet piping on both edges. 

Ordnance Department. — Scarlet cloth, inch light blue down the centre. 
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Superintendents, Detention Barracks and Military Pwo?ts.— Scarlet cloth 
} inch edging of blach mohair braid all round. 

Porage caps will be placed evenly on the head. 

20. Covers to Forage Caps, — in India a khaki cover will be worn with 
khaki uniform j a white cover at all other times. It should cover the top and 
Bides of the cap only, the distmctive band shonld not be covered. Blsewhei*e the 
local orders will be followed. 

21. Collars. — The collars of tunics, frock-coats, and jackets will, unless other* 
wise stated, be cut square at the top' in front, and fastened with two hooks and 
eyes ; a silk tab sown on inside. The height is not to exceed 2 inches, 

'White linen collars are worn with the serge frock and mess dress. With 
frock-coat, white frock and khaki jacket they are optional, but all offioera 
of a unit must be dressed alilce. The collar is not to show more than t 
ateve the stand-np collar of the nniform. . . 

A white linen collar will not be worn in mess dress when the waistcoat is 
dosed np to the neok. 

For description of collai’s worn with open fronted service dress jaoket, see 
para. 31. , , 

22. Deptb of Shirts. — The skirts of tunics for officers 5 feet 9 inches in 
height will be : — 

•For all officers except those of Cavalry and Rifle regiments, 10^ inches — For 
officers of Cavalry and Rifle regiments, 9 inches. The skirts of frock- 
coats will reach to the knees. 

Indian Infantry regiments dressed in green and drab conform to the orders for 
British Rifle regiments. 

23. Foot-straps.— Black leather. 

24. Frock-Coat, Universal. — Blue cloth, double breasted, with stand-np 
collar ; pliiin sleeves with two small buttons and button holes at the bottom ; two 
rf)W8 of large regimental buttons down the front, six in each row nt equal distances, 
the distance between the rows 8 inches at the top and 4i inches at the bottom, these 
measurements are not to be exceeded ; flaps behind 10 inches deep, one button on each 
flap and one on each side of the waist ; the skirt to reach to the knees and to be 
lined j shoulder-straps of cloth the same material as the garment attached by an 
nnder-piece passed through a loop on the lower part of the shoulder, fastened 
at the top by a small button which passes through both under-piece and shoulder- 
strap ; the top of the strap is triangular. Collar badges, according to unit. 
Badges of rank in gold embroidery, on sbonlder straps. 

In the Indian Army this garment is only worn by General Officers, for whom 
it is obligatory, and Staff Officers, for whom it is optional. 

26. Frock, Serge , Ullivers.ll.— Blue angola tartan, or serge. In regiments 
dressed in green and drab tbo frock will be the colour of the uniform. 


(The specifioation of the latest pattern will be is&ueil as an amendment as soon as 
received from the War Office, In the meantime existing patterns miy be 
worn as provided for in paragraph 2.) 


26. Gloves. — Full dress and with fi’ock-ooat and serge-frook when worn in 
Undress Order No. 5. — 'White doe or buckskin. Indian Infantry regiments dres.sed 
in green black leather j in drab, brown or drab leather. 

In all other Orders of Dress. — Brown, drab or black leather according to the 
colonr of the uniform. 

All officers of a unit must wear the same pattern. 

At Levees and Balls. All officers will wear white kid gloves, except those 
of regiments, which wear black gloves at levees. 

GloVcs will not be worn in hot weather, with white uniform, or Service Dress. 

27. Goi'get PiltcllCS (see also paras. FS and 5.3). — Worn with Service 
Dress. With the khaki drill jacket they will be detachable. 
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In the services below, a gorget patch 2^ inches long and inch wide, pointed 
at the outer end, is worn on each aide of the collar of the Service Dress jacket. 

(o) By all officers. 

Army Clothing Department. — Light blue cloth, with a double row of dark 
blue braid down the centre. 

Army Ordnance Department. — Blue cloth with line of scarlet Russia braid, a 
gorget departmental button near the point. 

Army V^eterinary Service, — Maroon cloth, a gorget corps button near the 
point. Colonels have a line of scarlet Russia braid along the centre. 

Inspector of Army Schools. — Blue cloth with light blue line, a gorget depart- 
mental button near the point. 

General Officer. — Scarlet cloth, a line of gold Russia braid along the centre, 
with a gold net button near the point. 

Medical Services — Surgeon- General. — Black velvet, a line of gold Russia braid 
along the centre, with a gold net button near the point. Oolonel. — Black velvet, a 
line of scarlet Russia braid along the centre, gorget button near the point. Other 
Officers. — Blue (I.M.S. and I.S.M.D. Black) cloth with line of black Russia 
tracing, a gorget corps button near the point. 

Military Accounts Department.— BVao cloth with a single row of scarlet braid 
earned all round. 

Ordnance Department in India. — Blue cloth with two distinctive rows of 
scai-let braid, a gorget departmental button near the point. 

S. and T, Corps. — Blue clotli, with a line of white braid, gorget corps buttons 
near the point. 

Substantive Oolonel and Staff Officer. — Scarlet cloth with line of scarlet silk 
Russia braid, instead of gold, and gorget button near the point. 

(6) By Departmental Officers with Honorary Manh. 

Army Demount Department. — Yellow cloth, with a double row of dark blue 
braid down the centre. 

Military Farms Department. — Grass-green, with a double row of scarlet braid 
down the centre. 

Military Works Department, including Barracks, Public Works, Telegraph and 
Sappers and Miners. — Blue cloth, with a double row of scarlet braid down the 
centre. 

Miscellaneous List. — Blue cloth, with a single row of scarlet braid carried 
all round. 

28. Great Goat, Giliversal. — Cloth, drab mixture, milled and water-proofed ; 
double-breasted, to reach within a foot of the ground ; stand and fall collar 5 
inches deep (2 inch stand and 8 inch fall), fastening with two hooks and eyes ; 
cloth tab and buttons ; a 2^ inch inverted expanding pleat down the centre of 
the back, from the collar to the waist terminating under the back strap ; 
ordinary sleeves, loose turn back cuffs of single material, 6 inches deep ; two largo 
cross pockets with slightly curved flaps at the waist in front ; vertical slit for 
sword jetted in left side inches above the pocket; a pocket in the left breast 
placed vertically between the second and third buttons ; two rows of buttons down 
the front, four in each row, about 6^ inches apart, the rows 8 inches apart at the 
top and 4 inches at the bottom ; two buttons to back slit with holes in a fly ; 
a 2-inch cloth back strap sewn in side seams fastened with three holes and but- 
tons ; skirt to fasten with two tabs and buttons inside, and to run squarely all 
round ; coat lined on shoulder and sleeve only ; shoulder-straps of same material 
as the garment, sewn on to the shoulder at base and fastened at the top by a 
small button ; the top of the strap is triangular. Buttons and badges of rank 
in gilt metal. The coat is cut below the waist with spring to form 8-inch lap, 
or 4 inches on from the centre line. The slit at the back should be of suitable 
length for riding. 

29. nelmet, Universal, Fwreiaiii Service.— Helmets in drill covers of the 
following description are worn by all officers : — 

Wltite, 

Wolseley " pattern, cork, made with six seams ; bound with buff leather ; 
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projecting brim all round, 3 inches in front, 4 inches at back, 2 inches 
at bides; ventilated at top with zinc button covered with khaki or 
white drill ; side hooks. .A.t top of helmet, a collet riveted on to a 
collar f-ineh wide to receive the button. Brown or black leather chin 
strap J-inch wide. The khaki helmet with a white cover and white 
pagri may bo siibstitulod for the white helmet. 

The badge is worn in the centi'e of the pagri or on the front of the helmet, 
when it is of a size which cannot be conveniently attached to the 
pagri. For description of Badges see Appz. I. Unless a special 
badge for the helmet is described that for the forage cap is worn on 
the pagri. 

The chin-chain, links -J-inch wide, is lined with white or drab leather. 
B.egiment8 dressed in green have a chain on morooco leather of the 
colour of the regimental facings, lined with black velvet. 

Hackles may be worn on the full dress headdress by regiments for which 
they are authorised. 

Lines when worn are fastened to a small ring at the back of the helmet 
underneath the brim. 

Ornaments, unless otherwise stated, will be in gilt or gilding metal ; 

bronze in regiments dressed in green or drab. 

Cavalry . — A spike of bright metal, on a dead base, — acanthus leaf pattern. 
Dimensions : — 

Height of spike from base, 3f inches. 

Total height of spike and base, 4^ inches. 

Diameter of spike at point of contact with leaf base, 1 inch. 

Diameter of base, 3^ inches. 

The base has eight principal points, with an interval of about 
inches between each point. 

In the Boyal Horse and Field Artillery?, Ordnance Department in India, 
Royal Army Medical Corps, Indian Medical Service, Army Veteri- 
nary Corps, a ball in a leaf on the cup, pattern of base as for Cavalry. 
The height of the ball and cup is 1| inobes. In the Boyal Garrison 
Artillery the ball in leaf cup is mounted on the dome base as for 
Infantry. 

Royal Engineers, Infantry, and Army Ordnance Department. — Spike of 
metal, mounted on a dome base. 

Dimensions : — 

Height of spike from place of insertion in dome, 2f inobes. 

Total height of spike and dome, 31- inches. 

Diameter of spike at point of contact with dome, 1 inch. 

Diameter of dome, 1 f inches. 

Circumference of dome at point of contact with helmet, 5 J- inches. 
White pagris are worn with white helmets, Uegimental pattern pagris 
may be worn when authorised. 

F]umes,or spikes, and chains are worn on the white helmet by all officers ; 
but only on ceremonial occasions when not on parade with their 
men by officers of British regiments in which the men do not wear 
such ornaments. Plumes are not worn by General and Staff Offilcers 
and officers holding Personal Appointments when in Review Order — 
Staff in blue. 

Plnihes : General and Stafi Officers — ^White swan feathers, drooping out- 
wards, with I’od feathers under, reaching to the end of the white ones. 
Military Secretaries and Aides-de-Camp wear the red feathers outside 
the white. Officei'S of Royal Engineers and Depai-tmental Officers who 
wear the cooked hat at home — Plumes of the description and colour 
laid down for theii' respective services. 

Flumes are attached to tlie helmet by means of a screw passing through a 
socket, 1| inches high, leaf patteim, and fastened by a nnt. 

The feathers of plnmes will be, for general officers, lO inches ; colonels, 
8 inches ; and officers under the rank of colonel, C inches in length. 
Khaki, 

The same pattern as the white helmet, with a plain khaki pagri. Flumes, 
spikes, chains and metal badges are not worn. 


General Instructions. 


Britisli Officers serving; with Indian units are permitted to wear a lungi iri 
the place of a helmet with khaki dress, except Infantry in Full dress. All Officers 
of a unit must be dressed alike. 

30. Hot Weather Vuiform. White. — {Optional for Indian Army, except 
Staff and Departments, sec also para. 5S.') 

Frock. — White drill, full in the chest, patch pockets with pointed flaps and 
small button on each side of breast outside, and with a one-inch box pleat down 
the centre, left open so as to admit of expansion ; the pockets to be slightly round- 
ed off at bottom, 6^ inches deep and 6^ inches broad at the top (outside measure- 
ments with centre pleat closed) j the edge of the pocket flaps to be in line, one 
inch below the second button. Shoulder straps to be of the same material as the 
garment, fastened at the top with a small regulation button, and bearing distinc- 
tive metal letters or numerals indicating the corps, regiment or department 
Badges of rank in metal. Stand-up collar rounded off in front with one hook, 
five small buttons of regulation pattern down the front. One inside pocket. 
Guffs pointed 5 inches high at the point and 2^ inches behind. The frock to be 
of sufficient length just to clear the saddle when mounted. 

Highland and Scottish Regiments. — As above except cuffs to be gauntlet shap^ 
5 inches deep at the back seam and 3; inches at the front seam. Skirt rounded 
off in front to ole.ar the top of the sporran. i 

2Vo«sars, —White drill. Black leather foot-straps obligatory for mounted 
officers. 

Mess Dress. 

Kamarhands — Will be of silk in the following colours 

Staff Red. 

Indian Cavalry ..... Regimental Pattern. 

Indian Infantry dressed in green . . G-reen. 

Indian Infantry dressed in drab . . Colour of facings. 

S. and T. Corps ..... Blue. 

Military Accounts Department . . Blue. 

All other Indian Regiments, Corps or 

Departments .... . Red. 

For British Service see Dress Regulations for the Army. 

Mess Jacket. — White drill without braid or buttons; roll collar, shoulder 
straps of the same material with a small button at top ; one inside breast pocket. 
Sleeves out plain with pointed cuffs, 5 inches high at point, and 2; inches behind. 
Badges of rank, metal. The jacket may also be made with a stand-up collar to 
fasten at the neck with a loop of white cord, but all officers of a unit must have 
the same pattern. 

Trousers. — White drill with black leather foot-straps. 

81. Jacket, Service Dress, — Khaki drill or drab serge the latter of the 
colour in use in England ; single breasted cut as a loungo coat to the waist with 
a step collar opening 3 inches below the shirt collar stud or closed at the neck ; 
very loose at the chest and shoulders, but fitted at the waist ; a inches expand- 
ing pleat down the centre of the back, sewn down below the waistband, and a 
waist seam and band 2J inches wide ; military skirt to bottom edge, length of 
skirt to be 10 inches for an officer 5 feet 9 inches in height, with proportionate 
variation for any difference in height, a hook on each side of the waist ; if the 
jacket be closed at the neck, it is out low in the front of the neck with a turn- 
down collar to fasten with one hook and eye ; tab underneath with two button- 
holes to button acros.s the opening ; a 2| inches fall in front and 2 inches at the 
back; collai* edge to run Y-shape, showing top button between. Two cross 
patch breast pockets above, 6^ inches wide and inches deep to the top of the 
flap ; a 2^ inches box pleat in the centre ; two expanding pockets below the waist 
(pleats at the side), 9^ inches wide at the top, 10| inches at the bottom, 8 inches 
deep to the top of the pocket, fastened at the too with a small button ; flap with 
button-hole to cover pockets, 3| inches deep, 10| inches wide, sewn into bottom 
edge of waistband. The top of pockets should be sewu down at the corners in 
such a manner that on service the pockets can be expanded at the top also. Out- 
side ticket pocket in top of the waistband on the right side, inside watch pocket, 
with a tab above for chain or strap. Four medium buttons fur the open fionted. 
jacket and five for the jacket closed at the neck, regimental pattern, down the 
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front, tlie bottom one on lower edge of waistband. Shoulder straps of the same 
material as the garment, top of the strap triangular, the sides being about 
inches long, the button 1 inch from the centre point. The cuffs pointed 5.^ inches 
deep at the point, inches deep at the back. 

The jacket will be fitted loosely to admit of warm clothing being worn under- 
neath when necessary. 

The open fronted jacket will be worn by all General Officers, and officers on 
the staff of the Army. It may also be ■worn by all other officers. Bat all the 
officers of any unit, corps or department are to wear the same pattern. 
The open fronted pattern once adopted is not to be changed without the sanction 
of His Excellency the Oomraandcr-in-Chief. 

The drab serge service dress jacket described in Dress Regulations for the 
Army may be worn by officers of the British service, but not on parade with their 
men. 

The above three patterns of service dress jackets are the only ones permitted to 
be worn. 

With the open fronted jacket, a white donble collar and a black silk 
necktie, tied in a sailor knot, will be worn. No gold or other pins are to be 
placed in the necktie cr collar. On field service and manoeuvres a turn-down khaki 
collar and a khaki necktie may be worn. 

British and Indian Officers of Indian Cavalry, Indian Mountain Artillery and 
Indian Infantry may wear at their option a khaki kurta or blonse on parade with 
their men of a similar pattern to that worn by the rank and file. All officers of a 
unit must be dressed alike. 

32. Leg'gings. — With service dress. — Plain brown leather. All officers of a 
unit to wear the same pattern. 

33. iVoni'Iliilg; Baud. — Crape 3^ inches wide, worn on the left sleeve, midway 
between the elbow and the shoulder. Mourning will not be worn at levies or at 
Court, except when the Court is in mourning. 

34. Pea .Jacket, Khaki.— Eor General Officers, Substantive Colonels, Staff 
Officers and all other officers. Khaki tartan, donble breasted, cut loose and long 
enough to cover the service dress jacket ; 10-inch slit at back ; turn-down 
collar 2 inches deep with lapel and step ; four leather buttons on each side, 
three to button and one under turn. One outside welted breast pocket on left 
side ; two bottom pockets with flap ; one watch pocket with flap inside left breast ; 
one inside breast pocket on right side. Two small leather buttons and button 
holes, 3|-inoh slit to cuffs : one row of stitchiug round cuffs four inches from the 
end of sleeve. Shoulder straps of the same material as the garment, fastened with 
a small leather button. Badges of rank in metal. The collar is provided with a 
tab underneath to button across the opening when required. The provision of 
this garment is optional, but all officers of a unit must be dressed alike. 

35. Putties. — Of the same colour as the men’s. 

36. Saddlery. — Universal pattern as in Appendix VI. Por colours of brow- 
bands and rosettes for departments and infantry units of the Indian Army, see 
descriptions of their respective nnifoiuns. Head rope, except as otherwise stated, 
white cotton. 

37. Sti.sllCS. — Waist sashes are woi-n by all officers for whom they are 
regulation ; tassels hanging from the left side and immediately in rear of the 
front sliug of the sword belt. The tassels should reach 4 inches below 
the skirt of the tunic. Waist sashes should be 2j inches wide and without 
pleats. Sashes will not be worn in khaki or white uniform except by officers of 
Highland Regiments when in Review Order, white. 

38. Shoulder Chains. — Worn on the kurta and in service dress when worn 
by the men. They are not to be worn on tunics, frock-coats or serge frocks. 

39. Shoulder Cords or Shoulder Straps— Are wom on tunics, jackets, 
frock-coats, serge frocks and great coats. 

40. SpiirSi Steel, — With butcher and ankle hoots, jack spurs, straps, buckles, 
and chains. With Wellington boots, box spurs with plain rowels. Spurs 
will bo worn in full dress and service dress by all officers whose duties 
require them to be mounted. At levees, on ceremonial occasions dismounted, in 
undress, and in mess dress, spurs will bo ivorn by general officers, staff officers, 
officers of mounted corps and departments, by field officers, doable company com- 
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manclers nnd adjutnuts of Indian infantry and by field offiecrs of all other 
Berviccs, corps, sind departments. They will not he worn on board ship, when 
travelling, or by otficevs inspecting armaments or magazines. 

Double company ofificer.s of Indian Infantry will not wear spurs when dis- 
mounted. 

41. SM'Ol'liS and Seabb.iivds, — The pattern laid down for the arm of the ser- 
vice. Swords will ho carried on parades and duties unless otherwise directed. 
They will not be woi-n on boardshi]}, at mess, or at stables. 

Swords will bo carried on the saddle by mounted officers in mounted 
orders of dress, which may include Tteview' Order. 

The scabbards of olficei's of dismounted units in Keview Order are to he 
hooked up by those who wear the waist belt over the tunic and carried in the left 
hand by other officers. 

42. Swortl Knots.-- Worn loose by mounted services in all orders of dress. 
Dismounted services wear the sword knot ne.atly coiled round the guard of the 
sword except with the “ S.am Browne ” belt, when it is worn loose. 

43. Ties. — Black ties arc worn with the open throated serge frock and sorvioe 
dress jacket ; also in mess dress, except by officers of tho Oxfordshire and Bucking" 
hamshire Light Infantry who wear white ties. Khaki ties are worn in service 
dreB.s with khaki shirts. See para. 31. 

44. Trousers and Pantaloons. — For monntod officers tronsers or overalls 
should be cut straight, and from IJ to 2 inches longer than ordinary trousers. 
They should be strapped firmly down to llic boot and fit closely above the spurs. 
In mess dress, overalls are worn by all officers except Foot Guards. 

Pantaloons should bo cut loose in the thigh and tight at the knee. Ample 
length from the hip to tho knee is osscntial so that tho wearer can have the uo- 
cessary freedom in mounting and dismounting. They should have buckskin 
strapping at the knee, and, if made for hard wear, seat strapping also. 

Pantaloons should be furnished with a waist strap and buckle and with cross 
pockets. 

45. Waterproof. — Atholl grey for General Officers, Colonels and officers who 
wear the Atholl grey great coat. Drab mixture for all other officers. Single 
breasted " Inverness,” whole back with centre slit, bole and button ; five bone 
buttons down the front j cape, four bouc buttons ; cross pockets patched on 
inside with Saps ; sword slit at loft side ; tbroc-inoh turn-down collar with detach- 
able tab ; two long body straps, crossing over chest and fastening with hole and 
button at waist behind ; two short straps with holes and buttons to support gar- 
ment when rolled on shoulder ; arm slings sewn down in cape ; leg slings to button 
inside skirts in front. Length to vary according to lioight of wearer. 

The provision of this garment is not compulsory, and its wear is not obligatory 
in any order of dress, neither is it intended that tho patterns must be rigfidly 
followed as regards material or proofing process. 

46. Whistles. — There is no scaled pattern, but all the officers of a unit 
should carry the same pattern. They will be attached to a khaki cord or lan- 
yard (R. A. leather strap) and oai-ried in the left breast pocket of tho khaki 
jacket or they may be nt^ched to a brace of the “ Sam Browne ” belt. 

DECORATIONS AND MEDALS. 

47. nietliod of W'e.ariDff. —Worn on the left breast of the full-dress gaimicnt, 
over the sash in Highland and Scottish regiments, and under the pouch belt 
where this is worn. They arc to be worn in a liorizontal line suspended from a 
single bar or buckle, which is not to he seen, or stitched to the garment, and placed 
midway between the first and second buttons from the bottom of the collar, in 
Hussar regiments immediately bolow tbo top bar of lace on the left breast of tbe 
tnnio. 

Medals are worn in tbe order of the dates of tbe campaigns for which they 
have been conferred, the first obtained being placed farthest from the left 
shoulder. 

Medals awarded by the Royal Humane Society or by the Royal National Life 
Boat Institution will, when authorized, bo worn, in a position corresponding 
with war medals, on the right breast. 

When the decorations and medals cannot, on account of Ibeir number, be 
suspended from the bar so as to be fully seen, they are to overlap. 
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Medals are to bo worn so as to show tbe Sovereign’s bead. 

The first earned clasp should bo worn nearest the medal. 

48. Jlliiiiiltnrc DccorAtiollS and Medals. — Worn with mess dress and with 
evening dress (plain clothes) as directed in para. 54. To be woim on the lapel in 
one horizontal line. 

Miniatnro decorations will be of the same size .is miniature medals, h. Knight 
Grand Gross, Knight Grand Commander, Knight Commander, or Commander will 
wear the miuiatnro of the companionship or membership of the order. When the 
miniatures of the order of the Bath or of St. Michael and St. George are worn by 
a Knight Grand Gross or by a Knight Commander the buckle will be omitted. 

The miniatures of companionship or membership of an order will not be 
removed when in evening dress (plain 'clothes), the broad riband, star or badge is 
worn by a Knight Grand Gross, Knight Commander, etc. 

49. Ribands of Decorations and Medals.— 

Full Dress.— The riband is not to exceed 1 inch in length unless the possessioii 
of clasps requires it to bo longer. The uppermost clasp to be 1 inch lielow the 
top of the riband. Tbe buckles attached to the ribands of the third class of the 
orders of the Bath, and St. Michael and St. George, should show half-way 
between the upper and lower edge of the riband. 

Undress. — Ribands will be | inch in length, and will be sewn on to the cloth 
of the coat or jacket, or with white or khaki uniform worn on a bar without in- 
tervals, in the same position as prescribed for decorations and medals. They 
should not overlap, and when there is not sufficient room to wear the ribands in 
one row they should bo worn in two or more rows, the' lower being placed half- 
an-inch below the upper. Ribands arc not to bo worn with the pea jacket. 

Si'AKS OF Obdebs will be worn : — 

In review order (staS in blue). 

In evening dress (plain clothes) as directed in para. 54. 

All stars of orders are to be worn in review order ; and in evening dress (plain 
clothes) as directed in para. 54, 

The star of the senior order or decoration only will be worn in review order 
(staff in blue), unless it he desired to compliment a membor of a particular order, 
when the star of that order may bo substituted. 

The stans of foreign orders will bo worn on the right or loft bi’cast according 
to tbe regulation laid, down hy tho Sovereign by whom they are conferred. 

In foreign countries British officers will wear their stars when foreign officers 
wear theirs. 

50. RUiailds and Uadses «f Orders. — On State occasions Knights Grand 
Cross and Knights Grand CominandcrB of any British Orders except the orders 
of tho Garter and of tho Thistle, will, when in review order or in evening dress 
(plain clothes), wear the broad ribands of the orders over tbe right shoulder, and 
under tho sash or bolt. Tho ribands of the orders of tbe Garter and tbo Thistle are 
worn over the loft shonklor. Knights Commanders and Commanders will, when 
in review order, or in evening dress (plain clothes), wear the ribands of the order 
inside the collar of the tunic or coat, the badge being suspended two inches below 
tho lower edge of tho collar. Badges or orders are not to bo worn except as 
above. 

In review order Knights Commanders of two or more orders will wear round 
tho nook the riband and badge of the senior order, and may also wear the ribauds 
and badges of one or more of tho other orders. lu evening dress (plain clothes) 
only the ribbon and badge of tho senior order will be worn. 

On collar clays tbe Knights Grand Cross and Knights Grand Commanders 
of tho several orclers wear the collar and badge and the star. Tho collar is worn 
nndcr tho shonldor cords and over the aiguillette. It is fastened to the shoulder 
cords by bows of white satin riband, 11 inches wide, and arranged so ns to hang 
equally at back and front. 'When the collar is worn, the ribands and badges of 
tho same order will not bo worn. The collar is never worn after sunset. In the 
case of a Knight possessing two or more collars only one collar is worn at a time.

The above order of decorations applies to those of similar grades. The minia* 
tore decoration or riband representing the higher grade of a innior order will, 
however, when worn with that representing the lower grade of a senior order, be 
placed before the latter. For instance, the miniature or riband of the “ Indian 
Empire ’’ when worn by a 0. C. I. E., who is also a K. 0. B. will come before the 
miniature or riband of the “ Bath. ” 

53. Foreign Bccorations and Foreiffii War Jlcdals.— The rnles governing 
the wearing of British decorations also apply to Foreign decorations for which full 
permission has been given. Foreign decorations for which private permis.sion has 
been given will be worn in review order, in mess dress, and in evening dress (plain 
clothes) on the occasions specified in the letter of authority only, on the left of 
all decorations and medals. The ribands of snob docoratioiis will not be worn on 
tho breast in review order (staff in bine) nor in undress or sorvioe dress. The 
star of such a decoration will only bo worn in review order (staff in blue) when 
specially directed, lliuiaturea of such decorations will only bo worn on tho 
oocasions mentioned in tho letter of authority when moss dress or evening dress 
(plain clothes) is worn. 

Foreign medals, other than war medals, are governed by the same rules as 
foreign decorations. 

A foreign war medal, the wearing of which has been sanctioned by His Majesty, 
or its riband, or miniature, will be worn in all orders of dress in the same way as 
British medals. 

54. Decorations and Medals arc worn in the several orders of dress 
and in evening dress (jdaiu clothes) as follows 

(а) Boviow Order, — Broad i-iband and badge of a Grand Cross. 

All stars of orders and all decorations and medals — para. 47. 

Knights Commanders and Gomraandors of ono order will wear tho badge 

of that order round the nock, and Knights Commanders and Com- 
manders of two or more orders will wear tho badge of tho senior 
order round the neck. They may also wear tho badges of ono or 
more of the other orders. 

When the collar is worn, the broad riband of tho Grand Cross of the 
same order is not worn. 

(б) Beviow Order {staff in bhio). — Small ribands of the width of tho com- 

panionship or membership of orders and of medals, lialf-inoh in 
length on the breast. The star of tho senior orders only is usually 
to be worn to the left and just clear of the left hand side row of 
buttons, but, when specially directed, tho star of another order 
may be substituted. Tho riband and badge assigned to a Knight 
Grand Cross, Knight Grand Commander, Knight Commander 
or Commander of an order is not worn. 

(c) Mess Dress- — Miniature decorations and medals will bo worn. Miniature 
decorations will be of the samo size as miniature medals, 
and Knights Grand Cross, Knights Grand Commanders, Knights 
Commanders, and Commanders will wear the miniature of the 
companionship or membership. 

(li) Undress and Service Dress. — Small ribands, of tho width of tho com- 
panionship or memborship of orders and of medals half-inch in 
length on the breast. 

(e) Evening Dress ( plain clothes), — Broad riband and badge of a Grand 
Gross, with star of the order, and stars of all other orders, on State, 
public and official occasions. Knights Commanders and Com- 
manders of one order, of which the star is worn, will wear the 
badge of that order round the nook, and Knights Commanders 
and Commanders of two or more orders, of which the stars are 
worn, will wear the badge of the scuior order only. Miniature 
decorations and medals on tho lapel of the coat. Knights Grand 
Cross, Knights Commanders, etc., wear tho same miniatures 
with evening dress as with mess di-ess, and do not remove thef 
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miniatures of compauionsliip or membership when the higher grade 
decoration is worn. 

The badge of a baronet of Nova Scotia will be worn in review order, 
(staff -in blue) and in evening dross (plain clothes) whenthestars of knighthood 
are worn. 

The Royal Red Cross will be attached to a dark blue riband edged red, of one 
inch width, tied in a bow and worn on the loft shoulder. Lady Nurses entitled 
to the decoration will wear it on such occasions as ofScers wear decorations. 
Ordinarily the riband without the cross will be worn. 

When evening dress (plain clothes) is worn, orders, decorations and medals 
will be worn as follows : — 

(1) At all parties and dinners when any member of the Royal I'a.mily is 

present — riband, stars, and miniature decorations and medals will 
be worn, 

(2) At all parties and dinners given in the houses of Ambassadors and 

Ministers accredited to the Court of St. James’ — ^riband, stars and 
miniature decorations and medals will bo worn. The decoration of 
the country concerned should be worn in preference to the English 
one, and if both arc worn, the former should take piiecedence of the 
latter. 

For informal or private dinners at an embassy or legation, when 
the Ambassador or Minister does not wish decorations to bo 
worn, the Ambassador or Minister will be asked to make a 
> notification to that effect on the invitation card. 

(3) On official occasions at the house of the Lord Lieutenant cf a county 

within his county, and at all parties and dinners given by the Lord 
Mayor at the Mansion House and Guildhall— riband, stars, and 
miniature decorations and medals will be worn. 

(4) At all parties and dinners of an official nature given in the houses of 

Cabinet Ministers, Ex-Cabinet Ministers, Knights of the Garter, 
Knights of the Thistle, Knights of St. Patrick, or Groat Officers of 
the Household — stars, not riband*, will bo worn. 

(5) At all official dinners and receptions, including those of the City 

Livery Companies and City Corporation.9, regimental dinners, 
official naval dinners and all public dinners given in aid of charitable 
institutions — .stars, not riband,* will be worn. 

(6) At unofficial dinner parties or evening receptions in private houses, 

Knights of the Garter, Knights of the Thistle, or Knights of St. 
Patrick should wear a star only. 

(7) The above are the only occasions on which decorations and medals 

will be worn with evening dress. 

The foregoing instructions apply to retired officers, and as regards the 
wearing of decorations and medals in review order, they also apply to white 
uniform when worn as full dress.

Wire cord ^ inch gold, with plait and cord loop in front, and same at baoh, the 
plaits ending in plain cord with gilt metal tags. The plaits and cords front and 
back are joined together by a short gold braid strap in which is worked 
a button-hole. The aignillette is attached to the right .shoulder of the garment by 
a button placed under the outer end of ihe shonlder cord or strap. The long cor’d 
is looped np on the top or front cord and the short and long plaits are fastened 
together, and a small gold braid loop is fixed there m to attach to the top 
button of the garment on the side on which fi,o aignillette is worn. The arm 
is passed between the front plait and cord and tiie back or lung plait and cord. ■

Transport units who wear the number of their unit with 
the letters “ T. C. ”, e.g., 28 T. C.) . . . . S, T. C. 

Mess Dress. 

224. Boots.— Wellington. . , t., nw t 

Mess Jacket. — Ordnance Department m Jnttto.— Blue serge, JNo. 1, linen 
throughout with drab or scarlet mercerised cotton ; roll collar of scarlet cloth No. I, 
shoulder straps of the same material as the garment. Sleeves with pointed cuffs 
of scarlet cloth 6 inches deep at the front and 2^ inches at the sides. 

Army Clothing Department. — As above, but with light blue cloth facings. 

Army Remount Department. — As above, but with yellow cloth collar and cuffs. 

Military Farms Department,— As for the Miscellaneous List, but with grass 
green collar and cuffs. 
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Indian Suhordinate Medical Deparlntoni. — As above, but with black silk 
velvet collar and cuffs. 

Miscellaneous List and Military Accounts, Military TForAv Flerviccs {including 
Barreuik, Bublic Works, Telegraph, and Rappers and Minors) and Oarrison and 
Depot Staff. — As above, except that the garment is made of scarlet serge No. I 
and the collar and cuffs are of blue cloth. 

Superintendents, Detention Barracks. — As for the Miscellaneous List, .but 
with black cloth collar and cuffs. 

Mess Waistcoat. — White pique fastened with 4 small buttons, 2 pockets. 

225. The provision of all articles of Full and Moss Dress is optional, but 
ofiBcers should, when granted first cla.ss passages on transports, where they will 
be associated with other officers, provide themselves with Mess Dress or evening 
dress for w ear on board. Tho serge frock may bo worn in lien of the tunic. 

Appoiiitiiicnts for which no special uniform is prescribed. 

Army Glothing, Cantonment Magistrates, Judge Advocate-General's, Military 
Accounts, Military Farms Departments, etc. 

22G. Officers holding such appointmenls will wear the unifoiun of their ' 
regiment or corps without addition or alteration. When struck off the cadres 
of their units, they will wear tho unifoiun of the Indian Army prescribed in 
para, 2-31. 


Army Remount Department. 

227. Officers on the cadres of units — Regimental uniform. Officers not on 
the cadres of units wear the uniform of the unit in which they last served. . This 
also applies to Indian officers. 

Chaplains of tlie Ghurehes of En<clandand Scotland. 

228. Service Drc.SS, Klialll, as prescribed in these regulations will be worn on 
active service with a badge in black metal a cross patee on a plain metal tablet 
surmounted by a crown on the shoulder strap, and gorget patch of green cloth 
with loop of black Russia braid tracing down the centre of the patch, with a 
gilt stud near the point. No sword or belt. 

Field Cap.— Khaki, Austrian pattern. 

Inspectors of Army Schools. 

229. As prescribed in Dress Regulations for the Army, paras. 1312 to 1335 
et seq. 

Officers in Civil Employ. 

230. A military officer who is appointed substantively to any civil office for 
which uniform is prescribed shall wear the uniform of that office. 

On all State and other occasions when military officers wear uniform, military 
officers who are in permanent civil employ but who do not hold an appointment 
which carries the right to wear civil uniform may, at their option, wear the 
unifoiTO of the coi’ps or department to which they belonged or plain clothes, but 
officers appointed temporarily or permanently to the Survey of India or Canton- 
ment Magistrates' Department will wear military uniform in all orders of dress. 

Military officers who are temporarily in civil employ shall wear their military 
uniform, but may, if they desire, wear plain clothes instead of mess uniform, on 
occasions when the latter is worn by officers in mUitary employ. An officer em- 
ployed as private secretary to the V iceroy, a Governor or a Lieutenant- Governor, 
will wear military uniform. 

Officers of the Indian Army not on the Cadre of a Unit. 

231. Uniform and horse furniture as for Infantry Regiments Dressed in 
Scarlet with following exceptions : — 

Facings.— Blue. 

Lace. — Gold staff pattern.

Tunic. — CnfEa pointed, with ^ inch lace round the top extending to 9 4 inches 
from the bottom of the cuff, and a tracing of gold Russia braid J inch below the 
lace. 

A'atire Indian Land Forces and Indian Officers with Honorary Rank in 

the Army. 

232. ITuiform. and horse furnitnro as prosoribod in para. 231 with the 
following modification : — 

A white lungi may be worn instead of a white helmet and a khaki safa in 
place of a khaki helmet. A white lungi, without aigrette may be worn at the 
option of the ofllcer in mess dress. The staff aiguillebte frock coat and gorget 
patches and a red and white aigrette will be worn by officers serving on the staff. 
The aigrette is worn with the lungi, when British staff officers wear the plume 
with the helmet, and is fastened to the lungi by means of a brooch badge bearing 
the Royal and Imperial Cypher. The following is the de.scription of the aigi-etie-^ 
Red and white egret’s feathers, the red outside the white. The length of the red 
feathers 6 inches, and of the white 12 inches. The base where the feathers arc 
bound together to be not more than IJ inohes round. 

Civilians of Departments on Field Service. 

(a) Civiliana ranking with commissioned oncers in the army. 

233. Service Dress. — As prescribed in these regulations with the following 
exceptions ; — 

Field Cap. — Khaki, Austrian pattern. 

Gorget Patch. — 2| inches long and 1^^ inches wide, pointed at the outer 
end, sewn on to each side of the collar, of green cloth with a loop of black 
Russia tracing down the centre and a gilt stnd at the point. Civilians employed 
with departments which have a departmental goi get patch will wear it instead 
of the green one. 

Badges of rank as for officers of corresponding army rank with brass 
distinotive letters below as follow's : — 

A.OC. — tor Mily. Aoots. Dept. ; Post.— for Postal ; Ry. — for Railway; 
Snr. — for Survey ; Tel. — for Telegraph. 

Sword and Scabbard.— Any pattern. 

(6) Indian subordinates ranking with Indian officers. 

Arms and Equipment. — As for European subordinates. 

IJniforill. — Service Dress blouse, knickerbockers or pyjamas, with khaki 
patties and ankle boots or nativo shoes ; khaki pagri, or khaki cover to ordinary 
head dress. 

Officers of the Unattached List awaiting admission to the Indian 

Army. 

234. As prescribed in Dress Regulations for the Army, paras. 1^19 to 1430. 

Unemployed Offieers. 

235. An unemployed general officer on the active list will wear the uniform 
of his rank. 

Unemployed officers of the late Indian Artillery or Engineers may, while in^ 
receipt of full pay, wear the uniform of their former regiment or corps. 

Unemployed officers (other than general officers) of the Indian Army, the 
local services, and general lists, on vacating a staff, departmental, or regimental 
appointment, may, until restored or re-employed, wear the uniform of the unit or 
department in which they last served, or the uniform prescidbed for the 
Indian Army. 

Reserve of Officers, Indian Army. 

236. Officers of the Indian Army Reserve when employed on army duty will 
provide themselves with service dress and undi-ess and mess dress of the 
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pattern worn in tlie unit or department to which they aro attached. The letters 
“ I. A. R. ” will be worn below the badges of rank, in similar material to 
those badges. 

Officers are not required to provide themselves with uniform until their 
services are actually required, but they are authorised, when not in the perform- 
ance of duty with the Volunteer Force or in a Government Department for which 
a special nnifonn is prescribed, to wear the uniform prescribed for infantry of the 
lino with the letters “ I. A. E. ” on the shoulder straps in similar material to the 
badges of rank, with the following exceptions 

Facings.— Blue. 

Lace.— Gold, two vellum. 

Buttons, — Gilt, burnished, with crown and scalloped edge. 

Forage Cap. — ^Badge, Eoyal Cypher and Crown embroidered in gold. 

Officers who join the reserve of officers on resigning their active commissions 
are entitled to wear the uniform of the unit or department in which they last 
served, with the letters I. A. E. on the shoulder straps as above, until removed 
from the reserve of officers on reaohing the age limit. 

Officers of the Indian cavalry reserve called up for training will wear the 
uniform of the volunteer corps to which they belong. 

Retired Officers.* 

237. All officers retired from the active list may wear the uniform of the nnit 
or department in which they last served, hut with the letter R on the shoulder 
cords or shoulder straps below the badges of rank. 

General officers will wear the uniform of their rank, with a plain gold ssbIi 
2^ inches wide, without crimson stripes, round the waist. 

Retired Indian offioers may wear the uniform of the nnit or corps in which 
they last served. Those who coutinne to attend Durbars after retirement, in 
virtue of their military rank, should wear the uniform of that rank. 

Gold and silver laced trousers and overalls, which were authorised prior to 
February 1902, are no longer to be worn by retired military officers of any branch 
of the service, who are privileged to wear uniform. Trousers and overalls of the 
description now laid down for the respective Services will be worn. 

* Unemployed or retired officers whose last appointment was one for which a special staff 
uniform is prescribed, will wear either the uniform prescribed for their rank in thfi Indian Amy 
or that gf the regiment in which they last served.

APPENDIX No. It. 

BRlit AND SWORD KNOT (UNIVERSAL PATTERN). 

(a) The “ Sam Browuc ” Belt. 

( Worn by officers of all branches of the service.) 

The bolts, complete, consist of a waist-belt, two shoulder-belts, a sword frog, .an 
flmmunition-poucb, and a pistol case ; the whole made of brown (or black) bridle leather'. 

The waist-belt is 2^ inches wide, and of a length to suit the wearer. It is fitted with a 
double-tongued brass buckle, and has four brass docs fur tho shoulder-belts (two ac the back 
ahd one at each side), a running loop for the free end i>f the belt, two brass rings for attach- 
ment of the frog, and a hook for hooking it up. The waist-belt is lined with faced basil. 

The ahonlder belts ai'e plain straps (crossed at the back through a loop). They are 1) 
inches wide. The patterns are about 35 inches long over all, without chapes. The length, 
however, miiy be varied to suit the wearer. They are fitted with studs for attachment to 
the dees at the hack of the Waist-belt. A chape, with stud and a buckle, is provided for each 
for attachment to the dees at the aides of the belt. 

The strap over the left shoulder need not he worn, except when the revolver is carried. 

Tho frog is fitted with two straps, which ore to he p isscd through the dees on the lower 
part of the belt. The frog has a small brass dee on the top, to go over the hook on the 
belt when “ hooking up." A stud is fitted on the front of the frog, upon which the tab of the 
scabbard supporter is fastened. (See description of leather scabbard.) 

A small strap for steadying the sword hilt is attached to the rear dee for the frog, 
holes being made m the strap to pass over a stud on the belt above the front dee. 

The ammunition-pouoh and pistol-case arc fitted with loops on the hack for attachment 
to the Waist-belt ; also with stud and tab fastenings. The loop on the pistol-case is furnished 
With a small brass hook, which should pass through a bole to be made for the purpose in the 
belt to suit the wearer, in order to secure the case and keep it in position. 

Tho pattern pistol-case is to be regarded as typical only, as its dimensions must suit the 
particular pattern of pistol carried. 

The “ furniture ' should he of the best yellow brass. 

(b) Web Sworil Belt. 

Tills consists of a waist-belt and It shoulder suspender of worsted web, strengthenelut 
Various parts with black morocco leather. It is furnished with loops, chapes, and dees. 
The loops and chapos arc of morocco leather, and the furniture of gilding motal. 

The suspender is fitted with hooks so that it can be removed by officers wearing 
the web belt under the sash, outside the frock-coat. 

(e) Sword-knot, 

The sword-knot to be used with the '* Sam Browne ” belt is the universal pattern of 
brown (or black) leather. It is a plain strap made of pig-skin, best bridle leather, or calf, 
the ends being aeoared into an “ acorn ” having plaited leather oovering. It is furnished 
with a sliding keeper. 

Length of strap in the double, IS inches ; width of strap, | inch ; length of acorn, 
2^ inches. 

((/) Web Belt and Bridle Leatlier straps for carrying Breat-coat, 

The belt is made from 2g inch worsted nob, and i-s strengthened at the eyelet holes l)y 
a light piece of leather. The coat straps are made from buffi leather, and the furniture of 
gilding metal.

APPENDIX No. IV. 

CARE ANB PRESERFATION OF nwi TOBw 

(a) Care and preservation of uniform and of irold lace. 

Articles of uniform liable to be moth-eaten should be unfolded at intervals and well 
beaten and brushed in the open air. liussia leather parings, powdered camphor, naphthaline, 
carholised paper, or turpentine sprinkled on brown paper, or on the garments, are good for 
the prevention of moth, and one or other of these preventives should bo placed amongst 
artiolea of uniform which are to he packed away for any time. 

Before being packed away, gold lace, braid, cord, or buttons on garments should be covered 
with tissue paper, and then placed in tin-lined air-tight cases. Care must be taken to use 
paper that is thoroughly dry. For the prevention of moth, the garments should be well 
aired and brushed before being packed. 

Gold trimmings and gold laoe that have become slightly tarnished can he cleaned with 
a mixture of cream of tartar and dry bread rubbed up very fine, applied in a dry state, and 
brushed lightly with a clean soft brush. 

(6) Removing stains from scarlet tunics or frocks. 

In many cases stains may be removed by the part affected being rubbed with dry pipeclay 
and then well brushed with a clean brush. Should this fail to remove them the fdlowing 
mixture may he tried;— 

^ ounce of salts of sorrel to ^ a pint of boiling water. 

5 ounce of cream of tartar to ^ a pint of cold water. 

Each solution should be kept in a separate fiat vessel. 

These quantities will bo sumoient to clean 2 or 3 garments. 

The garment which requires cleaning should be first well beaten and brushed, and a 
perfectly clean hard brush should ho used in applying the solutions. 

The solutions should ho applied alternately commencing with the salts of sorrel, until the 
garment has been washed all over, and all the stains removed. 

If the weather permit, the cloaned garments should bo hung up in the sun to dry ; 
if not, they should be hung up in a dry place, but not near tires or stoves. 


APPENDIX No. Y. 

REVOLVER. 

Description of the latest pattern of Service “ Pistol, Weblcy, Hark IV.’’ 

This pistol belongs to the class of extracting revolvers. The calibre is ‘441 inch. The 
principal parts are the barrel, the cylinder, and the body. 

The barrel is jointed to the body and held in position for firing by the rib extending 
back on to the body, and is firmly secured by the barrel mteb. 

The cylinder is idiamhered to hold 8 cartridges, and is mounted to the barrel on a fixed 
iixis, and held in position at the time of exti-actin^ by the cam. 

The stem of the extractor lies in the fii^ axis, surrounded by a spiral spring which 
returns the extractor after ejecting the cartridge cases j the extractor is forced out by a small 
lever in the jqint as the barrel is being rotated on the joint pin. ^ , 

When it is necessary to remove the cylinder for cleaning, the fixing screw must bo 
ucscrewed, and the pistol opened to its fullest extent ; then, by pressing the lever against 
the c^ the cylinder will ^ free j in no other position can the cylinder be taken off tbe

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The body is fitted with a shield plate oE hardened steel, to prevent wear oE firing hole, 
and to support bise oE cirtridge.

The near case is fitted with a leather tube for carrying the sword scabbard, and a steady- 
ing strap. 

OirtJis.—Oi dark blue woollen web, one S inches and the other 2f inches, each fitted with 
solid nickel buckles.

Wallets. — ^The backs are oE crop leathor, the eonnecting band of bridle leather, the 
other parts of bag-hide. They .are waterproof lined. The inside of near wallet is fitted with 
an aramnnition pocket, and tho off ono with a loop for pistol. 

IfOTU.— In addition to tho foregoing ai'ticles ofTieors may pi'ovido thomsoIvcB with a saddle bag or with a 
despatoii bag, patterns of wlUoUoaa bo soon at tho War Office. The specification of the latter can be obtained from 
Army Headquarters, India. 


APPENDIX No. VII. 

Slioolder Chains. 

Tlio nngs must bo made of tho best hard diawn steel wire, which when faced together 
will make a diameter of 'Oeo inch, Tho external diameter of the rings to be '4 inch. Tho 
chains are to contain 319 links, add weigh from 4 to 4i ozs.j thoy must be perfectly sound 
well finished, and in all respects equal to the sealed pattern, Tho chain mnst resist a 
tensile strain of not less than 160 lbs., and the pormanent elongation after such strain must 
not exceed ^5 inch over tho full length o£ tho shoulder chain, Tlio breaking strain must bo 
not less than 221 lbs„ applied over tho uniform width oE 11 links, with attachments to 5 
links so that weight is apphod from end to end of tho shoulder chain. 


APPENIHX No. VIII. 

fiWOllDS AND SCADBARD3. 

British Officers of Indian Cavalry. 

The blade is slightly curved, tapers gradually, is 86 inches long from shonlde^ 
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to point, and is fullered on botli sides, commencing IJ iiiohes from hilt, to about 9 inohes 
from point, to a thickness of not less than '04 inch. 

The mounting consists of ^uard, grip, ferrule, strap, nut and washer. 

The guard, grip, and ferrule are held in position by a nut screwed on the tang under- 
neath the strap ; the strap is held by a washer, the end of the tang being riveted over the 
washer. 

The guard is of stamped mild steel, of the bar pattern. 

^ The gi'ip is of wood coverad with fish skin, and bound with silver wire ; the length of 
gnp must be from 6 inohes to of inohes long, variation being allowed to suit the size of 
the hand. 

The blade may be plain, or ornamentally embossed. In the latter case, while it is not 
necessary that a uniform pattern of ornamentation should bo followed, the design shonld 
not include any badge or device beyond the Eoyal Cypher and Crown, and the usual 
manufacturer’s name or trade-mark. 

Swords of this pattern shonld stand the following tests ; — 

Blade , — In set and stiffened stago : — Struck back and edge, and on both flats, on an oak 
block by hand. 

With a weight of 26 lbs. in the vertical testing machine, the blade should recover 
straightness after not less than 1 inch depression ; in the same machiiie it should be 
shortened 4^ inches by bending from right to left, and then from left to right. 

Milt assembled -. — Struck a moderate blow on an oak block, hock and edge, to test the 
soundness of hilting. 

. Smrd, complete . — With a weight of 24 lbs. in the vertical testing machine, it should 
recover straightness after not leas than 1 inch depression. 

Acadian/.— The scabbard is of steel ; it is fitted with a German silver mouthpiece with 
the sputcheon brazed on, fixed to the scabbard with two screws ; two bands with loose rings 
are brazed to the scabbard, inches and 10| inches, respectively, from the top of the 
mouthpiece. 

The lining is of leather, blocked flesh side ont, turned, butted, and herring-bone stitched 
with fine waxed thread on the right side of lining, and held in position hy the eputoheon.

The guard, grip, and ferrule .are held in po.sition by a nut screwed on the tang ; 
the strap is held by a ferrule and washer, the end of the tang being riveted over the 
washer. 

The guard is of steel, and is pierced with an ornamental device, the size of the perfora- 
tion is important, so arranged as not to permit of a sword point passing through, so as 
to injure the hand. 

The grip is of wood covered avith fishskin, and hound with silver wire : the length of 
the grip, most he from 5 inches to inch^ long, variation being allowed to suit the size 
of the hand. 

The blade may he pliun, or ornamentally embossed ; in the latter case, while it is not 
necessary that a unimrm pattern .,.of ornamentation should be followed, the design should 
not inolude any badge or device beyond the Boyal Monogram and Crown, and the usual 
manufacturer's name or trade-mark. 

Swords of this pattern should stand the following tests : — 

Blade . — In set and stiffened stage : — Struck on back and edge, and on both flats, on an 
oak block by hand. 

With a weight of 34 Ihs., in the vertical testing machine, the blade should recover 
straightness after not less than 1 inch depression ; in the same machine, the blade should be 
shortened 4 inches, by bending from right to left, and then from left to right. 

Hilt assembled . — Struck a moderate blow on an oak block, back and edge, to tost the 
soundness of hilting. 

Sword, com^/eie.— With a weight of 32 Ihs. in the vertioal testing machine, it should 
recover straightness after not less than 1 inch depression. 

Scabbard . — The scabbard is of steel, it is fitted with a German silver mouthpiece, 
with the sputcheon brazed on, fixed to the scabbard by two screws j two hands 
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with loose rings are brazed on to the scabbard, 2^ inches and lOf inches, respectively, from 
the top of the mouthpiece. 

The lining is of leather, blocked flesh side out, turned, butted, and herring-bone stitched 
with fine waxed thread on the right aide of lining, and held in position by the sputcheon.

The blade is straight, tapers gradually, is 32A inches long from shonlder to 
point, and is fullered on both sides, commencing 2 inches from the shoulder, to about 17 
inches from the point to a thickness of ‘036 inch. 

The mountings consist of guard, grip, ferrule, nut, strap and washer. 

The guard, grip, and ferrule are held in position by a nut, screwed on the tang, under- 
neath the strap ; the strap is held by a washer, the end of the tang being riveted over the 
washer. 

The guard is of malleable iron, or mild homogeneous steel, nickel-plated, ornamented 
with Royal Crown over the regimental device. 

The grip is of wood covered with fish skin, and bound with silver wire ; the length of 
grip must be from 6 inches to 5^ inches long, variation being allowed to suit the size of the 
hand. 

The blade may be plain or ornamentally embossed, in the latter case, while it is not 
necessary that a uniform pattern of ornamentation should be followed, the design should 
not include any badge or device, beyond the Royal Cypher and Crown, and the usual 
manufacturer’s name or trade -marL 

Swords of this pattern should stand the following tests 

Blade.— la set and stiffened stage Struck back and edge and on both flats, on an oak 
block, by hand. 

With a weight of 17 lbs. in the veriaoal testing machine, the blade should recover 
straightness after not less than 1 inch depression ; in the same machine, the blade should bo 
shortened 4 inches, by bending from right to left, and then from left to right. 

Milt asiembled . — Struck a moderate blow on an oak block, to test the soundness of the 
hilting. 

Sword, complete . — With a weight of 15 lbs. in the vertical testing machine, it should 
recover straightness after not leas than 1 inch depression. 

Scabbard . — The scabbard is of steel (nickel-plated^ ; it is fitted with a German silver 
mouthpiece with the sputcheon brazed on, fixed to the scabbard with two screws -i two bands 
with loose rings are brazed on to the scabbard 2x’; inches and 10| inches, respectively, from 
the top of the mouthpiece. 

The lining is of leather, blocked flesh side out, turned, butted, and herring-bone stitched 
with, waxed thread on the right side of the lining, and held in position by the sputcheon.

The_ guard, grip and ferrule are held in position by a ferrule and washer, the tang 
being riveted over the washer. 

The guard is of steel, and is pierced with an ornamental device with the Royal and 
Imperial Cypher on the outer boss of the hilt. The grip is 5^ inches long. 

The following tests arc applied to swords before issue : — 

Blade . — In set and stiffened stage. 

Struck bask and edge, on ap oak block by l and and on both fiall op flat oak block 
by hapd also. 
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With a weight of 32 Ihs. in the vcrlioal testing maohiac the blade is to recover 
straightness after not less than one inch depression. 

In the same machine the blade will be shortened 5 inches bending from left to right 
and then from right to left. 

Slade . — In polished stage. 

With a weight of 30 lbs. in the vertical testing machine, the blade is to recover stiaiaht- 
ness after not less than one inch depression. In the same machine, the blade will be shortened 
6 inches bending from left to right only. 

Silt assembled . — Struck a moderate blow on an oak block book and edge, to test the 
soundness of bitting. 


Steord eomplete. — ^With a weight of SOlbs. in the verlical testing machine, tiia sword 
is to recover straightness nfter not less than one inch depression. 

Scabbard. — The scahhaiNl is of steel, fitted with a spntcheon brazed to the tuonthpiece 
and fixed to the scahbiird by 2 soraws. Two bands with lonsc rings are brazed on the 
scabbard 2^ inches and lOf inches respectively from the top of the mouthpiece. The 
scabbard lining consists of two strips of wood held in position nnder the sputoheon.

Tlie swords will be issued with the edges ground to a tliickness of ‘01 inch, the grinding 
of the front edge commencing at 16 inches from the point, and that of the back edge, at 
3 inches from the point. 

The majority of the swords will fit the scabbards ; in CBses where they do not lit, the 
linings should he slightly reduced locally. 


Scabbard for use with “ Sam Browne '* Belt. ; '* 

The scabbard is built up with two strips of wood, grooved to receive blade of sword ; 
they are butted and glued together. 

The strips of wood are covered with brown (or black) leather, sewn down one side. A 
raised rib is formed below the locket by a piece of packing between wood and leather. 

The body is made entirely of brown leather, including the chape. The supporter is 
attached to the rib of the scabbard to hold it at a proper height in the frog, and has a tab 
attached which buttons on the front of belt frog or the frog on shoe pocket and so prevents 
either upward or downward movement of the scabbard.

APPENDIX No. IX. 

WATER BOTTLE. 

Descriptioii of the Patteru with which officers are recoiumeuded 
to proTide themselves. 

The bottle is made of pure aluminium shaped to lit the side of the wearer. It is 
&‘25 Inohes deep, 7‘26 inohes wide, and 3 inches broad across top. The neck is 1‘126 inch 
long. 

It has a cork stopper attached by a shoit rhain. _ The cork is held on a stem, tapped at 
the end to receive a small nut, so that the cork, which is of the size generally used for wine 
bottles, etc., may be readily renewed when necessary. 

The bottle is covered with felt, and has a strap fixed around it passing through four loops 
sewn on to the felt. The extremities of this strap which are at the shouldere of the bottle 
are provided with brass loops, through which the ends of the sling or carrier are passed. T be 
sling is I inch wide, and of suitable length for the wearer. _ It has a brass stud fixed near 
each end and a bole at the end to button on to the stud. The sling may therefore be worn under 
belts, so as to caiTy the bottle steadily, and the latter may be removed without disturbing 
the sling. The leather is all brown “ best bridle. ”

2 inches deep lined with black Italian cloth, the comers being slightly rounded, and fastened 
with 2 black hooks and eyes, collar tab of buckram covered with black Italian cloth, blank 
mohair braid tracing all round the collar j for conductors a gold shoulder’ knot, for sub- 
conductors a gold twisted shoulder cord. Sleeves, no cuffs, but an Austrian knot of black 
mohair braid tracing, the top of the knot being 8^ inches from the bottom of tho sleeve and 
2 inches at the foro and hind seams. An outside breast pocket, with a l-inch box pleat down 
the centre, and a three-pointed flap on each breast, the top of the flap being in line with the 
second button from the top, the depth of the pocket from the top of the flap is 7^ inches 
and the width Ot inches. Openings at the bottom of the side seams, 7| inches at &e left 
and 6 inches at the right, the side body being on top. Buttons— 6 dow’u the front, 2 on the 
shoulders and 2 on the pockets.
